Although shortages of nails and other building 
materials are stiU reported, the lumber and cement 
picture is much brighter. Cost of such materials is 
possibly greater than In 1946, but the biggest in¬ 
crease in building materials appears to have been 
in wages. ’,. 

The first bright note regarding the conatrucUon 
picture was an article In Saturday's Calgary Herald, 
which stated that housebuilding costs in Calgary are 
estimated to be five to ten percent lower this year 
than in 1947. Whether or not this is the start in, 
the long hoped for break in home building costs 
remains to be seen but it is the first cheerful note 
for the average wage-earner waiting to build a 
home. » 

However, construction costs are still far above 
the 1944 level, according to* the Herald, and the arti¬ 
cle gives the following Interesting information: 

A 940 square feet house containing 10,000 board 
feet of lumber costing $5,642 in 1944, now costs 
$7,900. Wages are responsible for the greater part 
of the increase, totaling $1,500, a 110 per cent in¬ 
crease over labor costs for building the same house 
in 1944. ^ r ' 

Lumber contributes $550 to the cost, an 83 per 
cent increase, while 960 carpenter hours are re¬ 
quired to build the house, an increase of 39 per cent.

(Experimental Barm News) 

So far flaxseed has not been con¬ 
sidered by most farmer in West¬ 
ern Canada as an oil-seed crop 
suitable to be grown regularly 
each year in rotation, in the same 
way as wheat, oats, and "barely. 
This is the main raason why there 
has been such extreme fluctuation 
in flax acreage from year to year. 
In the past, it has been something 
of a hit and miss proposition, with 
high and low acreage seeded by 
a few farmers in certain areas 
depending upon the price and whe¬ 
ther or not new breaking or weed- 
free land was available. If every 
farmer would include a small acre¬ 
age of flaxseed in his grain rota¬ 
tions each year, it would be pos¬ 
sible to stabilize production says 
A. G. Kusch, Dominion Experimen¬ 
tal Station, Scott, Saskatchewan. 

With recently improved cultural 
methods of handling the crop with 
higher yielding, earlier maturing 
and disease resistant varieties, and 
with the use of the newly devel¬ 
oped chemical weed , sprays to con¬ 
trol weeds, most/'of the former 
hazards associated with growing 
flaxseed have been eliminated. 

Flaxseed is essentially a cash 
crop and as such could well be 
used as a suppelmetnary cash crop 
to wheat. It will not Interfere with 
the wheat harvest, for It can be 
Jeft .until after the wheat is gath¬ 
ered in. without fear of any con¬ 
siderable damage by adverse 
weather. 

Farmers in some areas claim 
that they are unable to grow a 
good grain crop for several years 
on the same land which has pro¬ 
duced a crop of flaxseed. However, 
experiments prove that a clean 
crop of flaxseed is no harder on 
the land than an equally clean 
crop of wheat. Flaxseed being a 
poor weed competitor, is usually a 
weedy crop and it is probaHle that 
the weeds like more moisture and 
plant food from the soil than the 
flax. This probably causes the low 
yields of other grain following flax. 
This objection will no doubt be 
overcome when the recently intro¬ 
duced chemical weed sprays are 
used extensively to control weeds 
in flax fields.

High River Eye Opener 
November 15, 1903 . 
From time to time the Eye Open¬ 
er has printed letters sent from 
Albert Buzzard-Cholmondeley to 
his titled father in England. Al¬ 
bert’s adventures in the Canadian 
west have been more than tinged 
with sadness and misfortune. Since 
Albert’s letters usually carry veil¬ 
ed threats of his return to the an¬ 
cestral mansion, Sir John usually 
kicks through with needed supplies 
However, Albert has got himself 
into a really serious jam this time 
as may be gathered from the date 
line of the letter which is Fort 
Saskatchewan. The letter ?s as fol¬ 
lows: 

Fort Saskatchewan, N.W.T. 

November 3, 1903 
Dear Father:- ' 

When you open this letter at the 
breakfast table do not read it aloud 
to mother and the girls. I am in 
dire distress and have had to post¬ 
pone all my great plans indefinite-

On one occasion the bartender 
told me through the megaphone, 
Mr. Nolan defended & man who had 
killed another man by filling him 
fuil of buckshot. Mr. Nolan’s line 
of defence was that deceased came 
to his death through natural caus¬ 
es, because how could a man live 
with half-a-pound of lead in his 
vitals. The jury very sensibly 
took the same view, and held the 
prisoner blameless. 

Dear father, it is essential that 
I be immediately provided with 
funds to hire this lawyer. The bal¬ 
ance of your last cheque has gone 
to the medicine man’s family to 
soothe their grief. If I should hang 
the papers will bristle with lurid 
and shocking headlines. All these 
will be copied in the English pa¬ 
pers and the name of Buzzard- 
Cholmondeley dragged in the dust. 

Picture these headlines dear 
father: 

“Buzzard-Cholmondeley, son of 
old man Cholmondeley, hanged. 
Painful scenes on. scaffold.” 

“The Gates of Hell Ajar! Buz¬ 
zard-Cholmondeley strung up. 
Claims he was out of table salt.” 

“Buzzard - Cholmondeley, the 
gruesome ghoul, now pushing 
clouds away. Says he is prepared to 
die.” 

“Buzzard-Cholmondeley, the as¬ 
sassin’s last speech attributes his 
fall to father’s refusal to pay for 
good lawyer. Sympathy for doom¬ 
ed man. Indignation toward par¬ 
ent.” 

Oh father, grasp the fact that 
rnly one thousand dollars stands 
between me and a dishonored 
grave. Your wretched son. ' 
BERTIE. 

P.S.—If you think that my erring 
ways deserve death, heed my re¬ 
quest and send the hangman a 
ten spot, asking him to keep sob¬ 
er for the event. As for me this 
is the last drop 1 shall ever take.

A cloud-burst, accompanied by 
hail as big as golf balls, struck 
Champion about 6:30, Friday.

A fair sized building on the 
farm of L. Warren, two miles 
south-west of town, was lifted off 
the ground and hurled through 
space onto the roof of the garage, 
some distance away, -> damaging 
the garage.' 

The hangar, on the farm of 
Allen McLean, ■ collapsed from the 
pressure of the gale, badly dam¬ 
aging the aiiplane that was inside. 
The garage of H. A. Bjornson was 
damaged, and a large granary on 
the farm of J. Harper was split in 
two by the gale. A portion of the 
roof, seven foot square was torn 
off the two-story home-' of \y. 
Christenson, seven miles south of 
town. Numerous other instances 
of lesser damage, such as windows 
being blov\n in, have also been 
•reported.

A BY-LAW of Use Municipal 
District of Vulcan No. 29 to 
authorise the expenditure of 
the sum of S50.U00.U0 for the 
construction of a MunicMKl 
Building consisting - of a ma¬ 
chine shop and office in the 
Town of Vulcan. 

WHEREAS the Municipal District 
of Vulcan No. 29 has a very 
heavy investment In machinery 
for building and maintaining roads 
in the District which is necessary 
to provide the residents of the 
District with roads to Serve in 
all seasons including the removal 
ol snow in winter, and 
WHEREAS road machinery now 
in service is often unable to 
work to peak efficiency through 
the lack of proper repairing. and 
servicing due’ to the Disti’iatXnot 
having an efficient repair shop 
and machinery depot, and 
WHEREAS the-Council of the 
Municipal District of Vqlcan No. 
29 deems it advisable to provide 
an adequate building to serve as 
a repair shop and storage space 
in order that all equipment may 
be properly repaired and made 
serviceable in all kinds of weather, 
thereby saving the District costly 
repair bills, prolonging the life of 
the machinery and in addftion to 
provide the best possible service 
to the residents of the Municipal 
District in the way of good service¬

The Alberta Wheat Pool has mailed cheques to a 
value of $602,801.84, covering the purchase of Pool 
reserves from the estates of diseased Pool members 
and also from farmer members who attained the age 
of 75 years as at .December 31, 1947. 

In recent months the Alberta Pool has also re¬ 
deemed reserves to the value of $80,781.39 from mem¬ 
bers who had passed their 65th birthday on December 
31, 1947, and who had ceased to have any interest in 
grain producing land. 

The total payment in redeeming all categories of 
reserves during the current year was $683,583.23. 
The reserves thus redeemed were contributed by the 
membership between the years 1923 and 1928. 

Reserves are purchased on one hundred cents tm, 
the dollar. They will be re-issued in the form of pat¬ 
ronage dividends to patrons of Alberta Pool Elevators.

The Alberta Wheat Pool mailed cheques totalling 
aproximately $530,000 to farmers who delivered oats 
and barley between August 1 and October 21, 1947.

In this way. the 
nutural tendency of fruits and 
vegetables to decay through the 
growth of bacteria, moulds yeast, 
and enzymes is counteracted.

LEE'DE FOREST 

Part 2 

When Lee De Forest entered the field of radio any 
transmission over long distances has to be done in 
code because the amplifiers were too weak to pick up 
voice. De Forest invented the first radio tube oi aud- 
ion amplifier as it was called then. The tube has made 
it possible to amplify those tiny feeble currents which 
are the basis of broadcasting. He improved on this 
audion or tube and developed the oscillator, the triode 
and the four element tube. Radio broadcasting as we 
know it today was then a reality instead of just a 
vague dream. In 1923 he began work on the phono- 
film, which was to lead the world into talking pictures. 
The film used by De Forest involved the synchroni¬ 
zation of sound and motion by the photographic re¬ 
presentation of sound waves. From them and other 
inventions he received many awards and medals. It 
is from the knowledge that he imparted to radio that 
your repair man is able to cope with your problems, 
in radio service and repairs—see your local radio man 
for all things pertaining to you§ radio set.

Vegetable and 
Fruit Gafdens 


Because of poor planning and 
improper use of land and materials 
the best results are not always ob¬ 
tained from vegetable and fruit 
gardens, particularly those on 
small properties. Properly cared 
for gardens take time,' but by us¬ 
ing proved varieties, and planting 
with discretion and foresight, 
better results may be obtained 
with a minimum of effort, says 
Harvey Allen, Dominion' Exper¬ 
imental Station, Lacombe, Alta. 

In allotting space for vegetables 
several considerations arise. Al¬ 
though narrow rows may mean 
more varieties and a greater.a- 
mount of produce, the width of 
row depends on such factors as: 
fertility, moisture, type of cultiva¬ 
ting equipment, and habit of 
growth of various vegetables. In 
many cases early maturing cool 
weather crops such as radish, let¬ 
tuce, and spinach can be inter- 
planted between rows of later ma¬ 
turing types such as carrots, beets, 
and parsnips; or between plants 
in the row as in the case of cab¬ 
bage and cauliflower. To keep 
waste space and produce to a min¬ 
imum, only sufficient of each veg¬ 
etable should be grown for house¬ 
hold needs, but this is largely a 
matter of experience. 

A useful tip for the home gar¬ 
dener is to choose the varieties of 
fruits and vegetables recommended 
.for the district. Varieties are not 
recommended without reason, and 
they have been tested In trial plots 
before being listed as suited to par¬ 
ticular areas. A variety that may 
have proved highly successful in 
one district will, not necessarily do 
as well in another. The chance of 
failure i& reduced by using vari¬ 
eties that are adaptable to the soil 
type and climatic conditions of the 
immediate areas, and varieties 
suitable for table use, canning, 
freezing, or storing, as the case 
may be. Early and late maturing 
varieties are useful too. as by their 
combined use production will ex¬ 
tend over as long a time as 
possible. 

Garden space must be given 
particular consideration when 
choosing types and varieties of 
fruits. Is it feasible to grow the 
type of fruit in the space available, 
and if so, how many plants will be 
necessary for the quantity of fruit 
required?

FOUNDATION SHRUBS 
In. foundation planting around a 
home It should be remembered that 
evergreens with their more defin¬ 
ite outline tend to draw attention 
to the portion of the house near 
which they are planted. Conse¬ 
quently they can be >used to good 
effect in emphasizing the best ar¬ 
chitectural features of the home. 
On the other hand deciduous shrubs 
do not draw the eye so definitely 
but have a more softening effect. 
They should be used for intsance, 
to hide the less attractive features 
such as a high concrete foundation. 

FACT FINDING STATIONS 
The 161 Illustration Stations
